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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 1, 2, 4-8 is the claim 1 limitation for an engaging member provided on 
the AF/MF switching ring and selectively engaged with the stop groove and the engaging 
groove. The primary reason for allowance of claim 3 is the claim limitation for a first and 
second engaging portion fixed at opposite ends of a leaf spring in the optical axis direction and 
engageable with the stop groove and the engaging groove and the central portion fixed to the 
AF/MF switching ring. The primary reason for allowance of claims 10 and 1 1 is the claim 10 
limitation for an engaging member fixed to opposite ends of a leaf spring in the optical axis 
direction, the leaf spring fixed to the AF/MF switching ring wherein the engaging member has 
first and second engaging portion which are engageable in any one of the first plurality of 
engaging grooves and any one of said second plurality of engaging grooves.
